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Santa Clara supervisors 
push for new power plant

San Jose, Calif. (AP)-The 
Santa Clara County Board of Su- 
pervisors unanimously voted 
Tuesday to support a proposed 
power plant in San Jose, widen- 
mg the political debate over the 
project. 

San Jose's mayor and city 
council voted in November to 
block the Metcalf Energy Center, 
a $400 million natural gas-fueled 
plant proposed by Calpine Corp. 
and Bechtel Enterprises Inc. 
Mayor Ron Gonzales said the 600- 
megawatt plant would be too close 
to residential areas. 

The California Energy Com- 
mission, however, has the author- 
ity to overrule the local decision- 
and the county board urged the 
state agency to do just that. 

“We need to address our en- 
ergy needs now and for the fu- 
ture,” said Supervisor Don Gage. 

The Energy Commission is 
hearing public comment through 
March 14 on whether to overturn 
San Jose’s vote. 


Legislative leaders have sup- 
ported the project as California’s 


power crisis has worsened in re- 
cent months. Several weeks ago, 
five Democratic state Assembly 
members from the region called 
for the Energy Commission to 
overturn San Jose’s decision. 

The Metcalf plant would be 
built in Coyote Valley, one of the 
San Jose's last swaths of open 
space. It would generate enough 
electricity to power 600,000 
homes. 

Cisco Systems Inc., which 
hopes to build a $1.3 billion of- 
fice complex in the same valley, 
opposes the plant. 

Mayor Dennis Kennedy of the 
neighboring City of Morgan Hill 
was among a handful of project 
opponents who addressed the 
county board Tuesday. “There are 
better alternatives,” Kennedy said, 
citing Gonzales’ proposal to gen- 
erate more power through smaller 
power plants scattered not concen- 
trated in one area. 

Project supporters, including 
the Sierra Club, the American 
Lung Association, and the Silicon 
Valley Manufacturing Group, told 
supervisors that the proposed plant 
is environmentally sound.

When the quake hit, Portlanders 
wondered whether it was the “big one”

Portland, Ore. (AP) - When 
Portland’s 17-story World Trade 
Center started swaying, Dawn 
Riswick wondered if this was the 
“big one.” 

“When the shaking starts you 
wonder if this 1s going to be it,” 
said Riswick, who was on the 
building’s seventh floor when the 
6.8 magnitude quake jolted the 
Pacific Northwest. The 
earthquake’s epicenter was in 
Washington state, about 110 miles 
north of Portland. 
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The quake was the largest to 
hit the Northwest since a 5.6 tem- 
blor centered about 35 miles south 
of Portland on March 25, 1993. 
That quake was the most destruc- 
tive earthquake in Oregon’s his- 
tory, causing $30 million in dam- 
age. 

Seattle was hit harder than 
Portland, but people here won- 
dered whether this might be the 
destructive quake that seismolo- 
gists say could someday strike 
Oregon. 

Hundreds of people fled from 
downtown Portland office build- 
ings when the quake shook Port- 
land at 10:55 a.m. Officials or- 
dered the evacuation of the multi- 
story Multnomah County Court- 
house, which contains many 
marble fixtures and has not had a 
major retrofitting for earthquakes. 

“I thought, ‘If this building 
goes, we’re doomed.’ I didn’t 
know what to do. Do I hide under 
my desk or what?” said Dee 
Stewart, 46, a judicial assistant 
who works on the courthouse’s 
fifth floor. 

Jurors and courthouse em- 
ployees waited outside as teams 
checked the building for damage. 
Many in the crowd- some wear-

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Pequeñas empresas optimistas pese a crisis energética 


Santa Ana, CA(EFE).- Las 
pequeñas empresas de California 
conservan el opumismo y la ma- 
yoría tiene planes de crecer en este 
año a pesar de la crisis de energía 
que afecta a ese estado, según una 
encuesta que publicó ayer el 
Union Bank de California. 

Los pequeños negocios, con 
capitales de menos de 5 millones 
de dólares en California, han ex- 
presado un gran optimismo en el 
corto plazo, señaló el estudio. 

Kirsten Clausen, portavoz de 
la compañía privada que hizo la 
encuesta entre 1,022 propietarios 
de pequeños negocios, dijo que la 
consulta se realizó en enero 
cuando California estaba amena- 
zada por los apagones, pero esa 
situación no desanimó a los 
comerciantes. 

En el estudio no se publican 
las respuestas referentes a la 
mayor preocupación de los dueños 
de las pequeñas empresas, que es 
la desaceleración de la economía 
estadounidense, dijo Clausen. 

Los empresarios también 
expresaron su preocupación por el 


impacto en sus negocios de un 
aumento de los precios de gas 5 
electricidad. 

Para el 80 por ciento de los 
propietarios de pequeños negocios 
de California la desaceleración es 
la máxima preocupación, mientras 
que el 36 por ciento se inclinó por 
la crisis energética, el 30 por 
ciento por la financiación y el 25 
por ciento por la falta de personal 

El 67 por ciento de los pe- 
queños negocios encuestados 
considera que tendrá mejores 
oportunidades este año y el 57 por 
ciento indicó que en 2000 tuvieron 
mejores ganancias que en 1999", 
recalcó Clausen. 

Estos resultados “son una 
señal alentadora que quizás refleje 
la diversidad de los sectores in- 
dustriales del estado y las destre- 
zas de los trabajadores”, dijo el 
vicepresidente del Union Bank, 
Richard C. Hartnack.

When red-brown skin becomes a crime 


and should be remembered as a 
man who struggled to ensure that 
everyone would be treated 
equally and with human dignity. 
His creed allowed him to embrace 
those who even today are much 
maligned — the immigrants, le- 
val or otherwise. The following 
stories embody his life struggle. 

This past week. the Univer- 
sity of Houston Center for Immi- 
gration Research released a study 
that shows that the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service (INS) 
practice of sealing the border has 
been a multibithon-dollar failure 
and has led to increased deaths as 
migrants atlempt more dangerous

Guzman, 62, spent much of 


his youth in Washington D.C. 
where his father served as Chil- 
ean ambassador and ts fluent in 
English. His power 1s manifested 
more in the way he listens to and 
treats people than in what he says. 
When a woman in tattered cloth- 
ing, probably in her eighties, en- 
tered to give a deposition, Guz- 
man immediately rose to his feet, 
saying “she needs help so she 
feels at ease here.” 

As a young man. Guzman 
was notinvolved in any political 
movements. He earned his law 
degree at Chile's conservative 
Catholic: University, then went to 
Paris for an advanced degree. He 
married a French woman (who 
picked him up hitchhiking), and 
returned to Chile in 1970. justas 
Allende was elected the country’s 
first Socialist president 

Guzman requested a local 
judicial appointment, which re- 
quired government approval. and 
Allende, who knew Guzman's 
father. a renowned Chilean writer, 
interviewed Guzman for the post. 

Allende asked, “You don't 
agree with our political beliefs do 
you?” 

Guzman responded. “That 1s 
right. 1 don't.” fully expecting 
Allende to insist he join one of 
the pro-government parties. 
When Allende said, “1 wall ap- 
point you if you swear never to 
abuse the poor” an astonished 
Guzman said, “| swear it.” 

But Guzman's support of the 
1973 coup faded slowly as he 
became aware of “the crimes, tor 
ture, detention, and persecution” 
In 1976, he became 
concerned about the large num-

ber of habeas corpus suits brought 
by relatives of those who had dis- 
appeared. And in 1978, he was 
appointed to a criminal court in 
Santiago where he found in the 
records “hundreds of photographs 
of people, poor people. poor 
women that had simply been shot 
in the streets.” 

Stull, he never openly op- 
posed the Pinochet regime, nor 
supported Cardinal Enrique 
Silva, a pivotal leader of the hu- 
man rights movement against the 
dictatorship. 

His first real break with the

Double fence will make it twice as 
hard to preserve unique natural area 


Editor?s note: At a cost of 
over SP million a mile, fence be- 
tween southern San Diego county 
and Tijuana. Mexico, will soon 
become a nearly impenetrable 
double fence. The stated goal 1s 
to stop undocumented workers, 
but the real effect may be irrevo- 
cable damage to a natural area 
that has thrived with cross-border 
cooperation. PNS commentator 
Rasa Gustaiis is the editor of 
California Coast & Ocean maga- 
zine.

San Diego - The rusty fence 
that runs between San Diego 
County and Tijuana, extending 
into the Pacific surf as a line of 
high steel bars, stands for all the 
irontes and contradictions of 
United States border relations 
with Mexico 

Builtabout 15 vears ago with 
military landing mats, and easily 
scaled the old fence 15 now being 
reinforced by a stronger and 
higher second fence, with a road 
between the two for the Border 
Patrol. The aim ts to stop all foot 
traffic across the final reach of the 
Tijuana River. 

The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers is in charge of the Border 
Barrier Project, working with the 
Border Patrol and the California 
National Guard. The work Is 
mandated under a 1996 bill by 
San Diego Congressman Duncan 
Hunter, which provides $12 mil- 
lion for the job, and walves re- 
quirements to comply with the 
Endangered Species Act and the 
National Environmental Policy 
Act “to the extent the Attorney 
General determines necessary to 
ensure expeditious construction 
of the barriers and roads.” 

Supporters hope the fence, 
which 1s to stretch 14 miles east- 
ward to Otay Mountain, will re- 
duce crime and allow them to 
hike and ride horses in border 
parklands without fear of meet- 
ing unwelcome strangers. Oppo- 
nents are outraged and dismayed. 
The fence is not only a Berlin 
Wall, they say, an insult to our 
neighbor, but an environmental 
disaster. 

If built as now planned, this 
project will undermine years of 
patient work by numerous agen- 
cies and individuals to protect and 
restore one of California’s major 
coastal estuaries. It will destroy 
nabitat set aside for rare and en- 


dangered speciés, cut into steep — 


eroding slopes, fill canyons, bury 


the site of a 4000-year- old vil- 
lage under concrete and cut 
across Border Field State Park 
(aka Friendship Park). 

And it will put behind bars 

the monument erected in 1851 on 
the border line, overlooking the 
ocean near Mexico's northern 
most lighthouse, to commemo- 
rate the 1848 Treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo. 
“lam really disturbed that the 
federal government would under- 
take a design approach that des- 
ecrates the landscape and shows 
so little sensitivity to the cultural 
heritage of this unique place.” 
said Jim King of the Coastal Con 
servancy, a State agency that has 
worked to improve the Tijuana 
River Valley's environmental 
quality for some 25 years. 

More than 5400 million in 
public funds have been invested 
over the last 25 years to improve 
water resources and habitat in the 
Valley, King said. (Of that, the 
bulk wentto an international sew- 
age treatment plant.) 

Prompted by individual citi- 
zen Initiatives, government agen- 
cies brought together scientists, 
technical experts, educators and 
others to work across the border 
on watershed issues. 

The 1848 boundary ignores 
local geography. The upper two- 
thirds of the Tijuana River drain- 
age basin 1s in Mexico, so what- 
ever happens there affects what's 
below. On the Mexico side of the 
Border Highlands, steep unstable 
slopes of north-facing canyons 
are crowded with flimsy 
unsewered houses. Winter rains 
bring flash floods, sending sew- 
age and vast loads of sediment 
down into the estuary. A chronic 
complaint in San Diego ts beach 
water pollution. 

As it flows through Tijuana, 
the river 1s squeezed into a con- 
crete ditch and its former flood- 
plain is densely developed. There 
were plans to continue channel- 
ing and urban develop-ment north 
of the border, but conservation 
advocates fought and in 1982 
won the creation of the 2,500-acre 
Tijuana River National Estuarine 
Research Reserve, which encom- 
passes most of the valley's tidal 
and brackish marshlands and 
some uplands. 


Each year thousands of 


school children come to the re- 
serve to learn about wetlands and 
the shared watershed. A bina- 
tional citizens group, “pro 
esteros,” is busy trying to protect 


estuaries in Baja California and 
diminish erosion by revegetatiny 
canyon sides in Mexico. 

All this has required long, 
patient effort especially as these 
borderlands are thought of mainly 
as ano man’s zone, Where nightly 
the Border Patrol chases des- 
perate people coming northward 
in search of work and a better life 

Since 1994, when Operation 
Gatekeeper more than doubled 
the Border Patrol’s manpower 
and provided advanced technolo- 
gical equipment, including sen- 
sors and high-intensity lighting, 
the number of people trying to 
cross here has dropped drama- 
tically. The traffic has shifted in- 
land to the mountains and Ari- 
zona 

Evidently unsatisfied with 
progress in controlling the border, 
Rep. Hunter introduced legisla 
tion for further fortitications and 
Congress passed it 

Until April 1998, neither lo 
cal governments on both sides of 
the border nor any of the 1] agen- 
cies that constitute the Manage- 
ment Authority for the National 
Reserve had seen any designs for 
what the Army Corps was prepar- 
ing. When they finally managed 
to look at some engi-neering 
drawings, an uproar arose, If bor 
der reinforcement is needed, can't 
a single strong fence do the job, 
many asked, without such dam- 
age to the landscape and parks? 

Since then, at several meet- 
ings with public agency and citi- 
zen group representatives, the 
Border Patrol has explained that 
the proposed fence will allow 
them to concentrate surveillance 
ina way that would actually help 
the habitat because it would cut 
down on human traffic across the 
reserve. The Corps has decided 
to conduct an Environmental Im- 
pact study. 

California Resources Secre- 
tary Mary Nichols 1s now prepar- 
ing to send comments from state 
agencies to the Corps, sug- 
gesting that more sensitive ap- 
proaches to the illegal crossing 
problem be considered. 

Mexico’s new president Vi- 
cente Fox has said he wants to see 
an open border eventually, and 
cross-border shopping plazas are 
already being planned. And it 1s 
clear that as long as the United 
States continues to need cheap 
labor, people will continue to 
cross the border--even if they 
don't walk through the Tijuana 
Estuary.

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José Clemente Orozco, 
el muralista menos 
apreciado por críticos

Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
La obra del muralista mexicano 
José Clemente Orozco es objeto 
de un nuevo estudio que profun- 
diza sobre su exilio voluntario en 
Nueva York entre 1927 y 1934. 

El autor cubanoamericano 
Alejandro Anreus ha publicado 
Orozco in Gringoland: The Years 
in New York por considerar que 
de “Los Tres Grandes” del mu- 
ralismo mexicano —José Cle- 
mente Orozco. Diego Rivera y 
David Alfaro Siqueiros —, Oroz- 
co es el menos apreciado O 
comprendido por la crítica. 

En su libro, Anreus intenta no 
sólo elucidar aspectos de la obra 
de Orozco que han sido mal re- 
presentados o ignorados por la 
crítica, sino también explicar por 
qué el muralista no alcanzó el 
mismo triunfo global que otros 
pintores mexicanos de la primera 
mitad del siglo XX. En 1927, 
Orozco (1883-1949) emigró a 
Nueva York en lo que ha sido 
descrito como un “exilio volunta- 
rio” que duró siete anos. 

Anreus indica que entre las 
posibles razones de la partida de 
Orozco están la renuncia de José 
de Vasconcelos como secretario 
de educación pública en 1924 y

la eventual abolición de muchos 
programas culturales —incluido 
el muralismo— por el entonces 
presidente Plutarco Elías Calles ~ 
(1924-28). 

“Para el 1927, Orozco con- 
cluyó que las posibilidades para 
Su arte en México se habían ago- 
tado”, escribe Anreus. 

“Sin embargo, sus razones de 
partida deben también verse des- 
de el marco del ambiente socio- 
político y no simplemente como 
una decisión artística”, continúa 
explicando el experto. 

Fue en 1927 que el presidente 
Calles destruyó el movimiento 
sindicalista anárquico laboral de 
México —Casa del Obrero Mun- 
dial-— con el cual Orozco se ha- 
llaba profundamente identificado. 

El otro evento que, según 
Anreus pudo haber motivado su 
partida, fue el conflicto Cristero 
(1920-30). en el que las fuerzas 
seculares y fanáticas religiosas se 
enfrentaron en una batalla sin 
cuartel por el alma del país. 

Durante ese conflicto, se pro- 
hibió a sacerdotes y monjas llevar 
el hábito en público, criticar a las 
autoridades o hacer comentarios 
sobre el ambiente político del 
país.

end of Pinochet rule. Guzman 
was selected by lot (along with 
another civilian and three mili- 
tary-appointed judges) to preside 
over a case involving an ex-intel- 
ligence officer accused of killing 
a union leader. They voted three 
to two to convict and sentenced 
the officer to 10 years in prison. 

In early January, 1998, 
months before Pinochet was de- 
tained in London, Guzman was 
again picked by lot to hear the first 
charges brought against Pinochet. 

Guzman maintains that he 
would have continued to work on 
this case even if Pinochet hadn't 
been held in London. It was “like 
a train,” says Guzman, “some- 
thing I started that I had to con- 
tinue. [had a large amount of evi- 
dence in this case, over 8 volumes 
of material.” 

Guzman asserts that he and 
his colleagues have “evolved as 
judges.” He believes “interna- 
tional opinion was something of 
a recognition, a moral support, 
that made us realize that we are 
in the era of human rights.” 

But there were other forces, 
including the incumbent Social- 
ist government of Ricardo Lagos 
which, worried by threats from 
military and business elites, tried 
to influence Guzman to go easy 
on Pinochet.

“The idea,” he says, was to 
have Pinochet ruled unfit to stand 
trial. At one point, Guzman was 
even asked to revoke his indict- 
ment of Pinochet. 

Guzman's political views 
have also evolved. He now be- 
lieves that military officers alone 
were not responsible for what 
happened under Pinochet. 

Chile's armed forces “have 
always been instructed by the plu- 
tocracy. In our country, anything 
can happen when the plutocracy 
feels it is in danger of having its 
property touched.” 

Guzman also condemns the 
United States for teaching “people 
to kill, to torture and to fight these 
so-called subversive enemies.” 
Even now, Guzman says, U.S 
government assistance In pros- 
ecuting human rights cases “has 
been formal and very limited.” 

He recognizes “itis practical- 
ly impossible” to prosecute the 
putocracy or U.S. officials.
